Questlons kids being sent outside 

• I am in total agreement with Aleda 
iPooIcy’s letter. I, too, have questioned 
schools about the children being 
outside in bad weather. My daughter is 
in the first grade at Hansen Elementary. 
She told me that she gets very cold at 
recess some days but can’t go anj^vhcrc 
to get warm until the bell rings. She is 
only 7 years old, weighs 45 pounds and 
gets chilled easily, even though she 
wears a warm coat, hat and mittens. I re- 
illy have a hard time dropping her off 
It school in the morning, knowing she 
will be cold and miserable after lunch. I 
im considering home schooling her if 
ills policy is written in stone and will 
not be digged! 

I spoke with Mr. Standicy, the princi- 
pal at Hansen Elementary. He told me 
that if it is 20 degrees (induding the 
wind-chIU faaor), the kids arc kept in- 
side. They arc sent outside for frt^ air 
even in a U^t rain! Mr. Standicy did 
say, however, that if my child had been . 
ill and I wrote a note, she could stay in- 
side a maximum of three days, and if a 
doctor wrote a note, she could stay in- 
side for a longer period. 

Hie kids have no choice once they have 
Eiriishcd their lundi but to go outride. They 
arc not allowed back inside until recess is 
over, even if they arc cold or wet. 

I called sever^ public schools and 
three private ones in this area. To my 
surprise, their policies are about the 
' tamA. The only principal who showed 
any genuine concern for the Idds was Mr. 
Robinson at Filer Elementary. He sold he 
would moke accommodations for any 
duld who was cold. All the other people I 
talked to ac die various schools I polled 
were vc^ hostile and defensive about 
this subjea and acted like I was a lunatic 
to even dare bring it up. 

Isn’t it just a basic human kindness to 
wont tok^achOdwannanddiyinwirt- 
ter? Why do schools, of all places, have 
(his idiotic policy? 1 suppose like every- 
thing else these days, it comes down to 
money. I saw the gcmcraus salaries of ad- 
ministrators and prindpals published in 
I the paper recently, so maybe there isi’t 
enough money left to pay for an extra- 
duty teacher for one hour at luiKh. 

Ask your own kids what their school 
does at recess. If you find that they ore 
forced to stay outside in the cold when 
they would rather be inside, call the 
school and insist this policy be changed. 
Your Idds will thank you for it on a cold, 
wee, winter day.

Army will study gulf war vets’ ailments

B n . LIN GS, Mont — It began, like most work- 
ing days in the U.S, District Court building in 
this soum central Montana city, with the familiar 
cry of All rise" echoing off the walls of 
Courtroom 1 on the fifth floor. 

But voice didn’t belong to the Court clerk 
^oundnpthe arrival of Judge Janies M. Bums. 
iMtead, the announcer was LeRoy Schweitzer, 
incarcerated leader of the Montana 
freemen who kept federal law enforcement 
offiaals ai bay for 81- days in the spring, loudly 
attempting to mm a routine pretrial hearing in 
his 0 ^ case into a session of his own “court,” 
which he sometimes calls the “Court of 
International Trade.” 

“All rise for the King’s Bench," Schweitzer 
announced. The director is speaking and this is . 
a court under Article in jurisdiction, common 
law venue. 

Six months after they peacefully ended their 
long jmndoff with heavily armed FBI agents sur- 
rounding them on an eastern Montana ranch, the 
freemen continue to make life difficult for feder- 
al law enforcement. 

Most of them, despite the rigors of confine- 
ment in Ae Yellowstone County Jail in Billings, 
remain defiant in the face of a government 
authority they reject: They have refused to be 
fingerprinted, declined the assistance of legal 
cot^el, frequently disrupted court proceedings 
and even threatened federal magistrates. Those 
who are not cooperating with normal booking 
procedures have been under a 23-hour-a-day 
lock-down and denied customary jail house privi- 
leges. 

A number of hearings held this month were 
tjrpica], as most of the 24 defendants were re- 
arrai^ed on updated federal indictments charg- 
ing them with a variety of crimes, including mail 
and bank frauds threatening public officials and 
aiding fugitives to avoid arrest. 

Over the course of several days, some of the 
most militant freemen frequently sought to dis- 
rupt the court proceedings, refused to enter 
ple^, tried to convene their own courts, argued 
vnth the federal magistrate and threw copies of 
the new indictments on the floor. Eventually, 
three of the freemen were ejected from the 
courtroom and a federal judge authorized law 
enforcement agents to use “such reasonable 
force as necessary" to fingerprint the defen- 
dants. 

^ earlier attempt to fingerprint defendant 
Dale M. Jacobi “did not.go smoothly," in the wry 
assessment of U.S. Attorney Sherry Schecl 
Matteued. After a struggle with deputies, Jacobi 
was treated for on injured thumb. \

Argueta’s release seemed to be 
unilaterally granted by the 
rebels.

JEROME - Most of the trouble caused 
by runoff around the Magic VoDey was 
over by Thursday afternoon, officials 
reported, but there was stiU some coa- 
cem over what might happen if more 
raincame. 

With five or six inches of snow sdll 
left on the ground around Jerome, ‘’if it 
keeps on raining, we could have some 
flooding later on,” said North Side 
Canal Co. Water Master Bob 
Hadeworth. 

Rain began to fall on a large deposit 
of snow Thursday, leaving much of the 
valley wallowing in slush as crews 
worked to clear culverts and storm 

State Dairy Inspector Mike Wiggs said 
the excess water mi^t also cause prob- 
lems around stockyards and dairy waste 
lagoons. 

‘TEverybody’s watching it really dose- 
ly and hoping we don’t have a problem,” 

taiH 

“Most of the lagoons I've seen are 
pretty empty right now,” but there is 
always the potential for animal waste 
being washed out of corrals and into the 
canal system, he said. 

A lot depends on when the rain quits. 
According to the National Weather 
Service, more rain is likely today, with 
scattered showers continuing this 
evening. 

Tf it keeps up, there may be a maj'or 
problem, or there may not be a problem 
at all,” Wiggs said. 

There were also reports of problems 
with roads in the area. 

“We've got a mess,” said'Twin Falls 
Highway District Director Davjd 
Burgess. 

Snow and ice deposits in borrow pits 
was blocking culverts along much of the 
district’s 718 miles or roads, and water 
was Sowing over roads in many places, 
Burgess said. , 

A one-uile section, of road near 
Hansen had to be dosed for a few hours 
Thursday, Burgess said.

“People need to be careful and drive 
slower.

JEROME - A “iracker” program in 
Jerome County has a good success rate 
in straightening up problem kids, juve- 
nile probation officer Charles Cooper 
and Jane Jolley, a cracker in the juve- 
nile justice office, told Jerome County 
commissioners Monday. 

“The juvenile justice system currently 
serves around 90 kids,” Cooper said. 
“The number of juveniles served has 
been as high as 100 and as low as 84 
since I implemented the tracker pro- 
gram. All diildrcn who arc on probation 
in Jerome County ore required to be in 
school. If they have been expelled ftom 
school they have other choices: public 
school, private school, alternate school, 
school in another district or home 
school” 

JoUcy spends 12 to 20 hours on the job 
each week. 

Her duties include checking to sec if 
children on probation are in schooL If 
the child is not at sdiooL Jolley goes to 
the home to sec if he is there and why be 
is absent from schooL Then she reports 
to Cooper on the child’s whereabouts.

Paul inventor on right track

PAUL - From Nebraska to 
Alaska and Paraguay to Paul, 
. inventor I^enry Ashenbrenner 
has found new twists on old ideas. 

Faraers and fishermen have 
profited (ran Ashenbrenner’s cre- 
ations. even ... ,dme has eluded 
the retired homesteader - so far. 

His latest idea combines the 
best features of crawlers and 
. " c^Vd tractors. It may mean 
addea renicnce and cash sav- 
ing for fanners. 

Known as the Hydro-Track sys- 
tem, the device would allow fann- 
ers in the field to easily switch 
their tractors back and forth 
between the maneuverability of a 
wheeled traaor and the power 
and traction of a crawler, he said. 

The Hydro-Track is designed to 
convert almost any rubber-tired 
tractor into a crawler and back 
again with the pull of a lever, said 
Mhenbrenner, 68. The system 
cm be retrofitted to most wheel- 
driven tractors, he said. 

The front of the tracks is raised 
and lowered by hydraulics using 
either single or double-stage 
rams. The rams raise the front 
of both tracks simultaneous- 
ly, for turning around at the ends 
of the field, and lower them once 
the operator has maneuvered 
bctvfeen rows. 

The dual nun system lets the 
operator leave one side down 
vvfaile mab'ng turns. In addition, 
the Hydro-Track system gives a 
smoother ride through the field, 
Asbenbrenner maintains. 

The tracks are adjustable to 
various crop row widths, and the 
narrow, 10- or 12-incfa tracks will 
do less damage to row oops than 
most wheeled tractors, he said. 

Ashenbrenner’s latest inven- 
tion isn't the first he’s come up 
with for farmers. But it’s one he

another big runoff, he said. ' 
He said ice built up in many 
storm drains around town 
Thursday, whidi put a lot of stand- 
ing water in the streets and caused 
minor flooding in some basements.

. Eight inches of leftover snow 
wwwi with rain created a flood of 
work Thursday for Rupert crews 
who plowed slush-filled streets, 
unclogged storm drains and pre- 
pared for what’s to come. About 
nrothirds of the streets in Rupert 
arc without storm drains. 

"Well be out plowing until after 
dark toni^t I’m sure," said 
Dennis Anderson, equipment 
operator for the city of Rupen.

ing sure it’s covered by full 
patent protection. 

He hasn’t always afforded his 
work that kind of protection. In 
one irmarree, Ashertbrenner trad- 
ed one of his earliest designs for a 
chunk of jungle land. 

The invention he traded away 
made it possible to dump harvest- 
ed crops from truck beds onto 
unloading conveyors more effi- 
dcnily, he said. 

The idea was a success, of sorts, 
since Ashenbrenner trad^ it and 
other considerations for about 
1,725 acres of roadless, undevel- 
oped jungle in Paraguay, near the 
Brazilian border, in 1975. 

"I had to build several miles of 
roads and two bridges just to get 
to the property," he said 
To accomplish the task, he 
bought a bulldozer and a crawler 
tractor in PortIand, Ore., and had 
them shipped to BraziL 
Progress on the new roads was 
hampered when a Brazilian mili- 
tary border post refused to let 
Ashenbrenner across the border to 
buy diesel fuel He had to resort to 
hand labor with the help of 
Paraguayan Indians known as 
Guarancys, until the border guards 


finally allowed him to cross the 
river and buy fuel, he said 
Ashenbrenner bad more com- 
mercial success with a variation 
on an old irrigation idea, he said 
Known as the Gravigator, the 
concept involved an elongated 
irrigation tube that used rubber 
grommets to regubte water flow 
throughout its length. The device 
reduced many erosion problems 
for farmers, he said 
"I sold thousands of those in 
Nebraska and Colorado," he said 
"But my patent expired, and oth- 
ers picked up on the idc^” 

In fact, his new twist on an old 
idea - redesigning crab pots - 
reportedly made a big splash in 
the fishing industiy, ^ougb oth- 
ers apparently profited firom it 
Ashenbrenner, who came to 
Paul in the mid 1950s to farm a 
125-acre homestead, said he 
became resticss with fanning so 
he rented lus land out and bought 
a comm crdol fishing boat 
He fished for halibut in Alaska 
for about 15 years. Ever quick to 
spot an opportunity to improve 
on something, Ashenbrenner 
started watching crabs and how 
they were trapped by fishermen. 

For centuries crab pots have 
been round, but crabs have a bard 
time turning corners, he said 
Ashenbrenner’s idea was sim- 
ple. He welded two crab pots 
together into a figure-eight, leav- 
ing the entrance in the middle. 

“They automatically go in,” he 
said. "You pick up a lot more 
crabs since they don’t just go 
around and around looking for an 
entrance." 

But he never applied for the 
patent on the crab trap. 

"Others picked up on it, and 
the devices went over big, last I 
heard,” he said. 

One of his latest inventions was 
sparked by his grandchildren’s 
cxdiemcnL 

Ashenbrenner’s wind bike is 
like a land-bound ship. Two bicy- 
cles connected together arc dri- 
ven with a large sad 
“We live in such windy country 
we might as well try to put it to 
some use,” he said.

Sage grouse faces grass problem

'BOISE (AP) — The sage grouse may 
find itself in the same company as the 
spotted owl. 

The high desert game bird that is pop- 
ular with hunters is disappearing across 
much of its range. If numbers continue 
to decline, the bird could eventually end 
up on the federal Endangered Spedcs 
list. 

Unlike the spotted owl, the sage 
grouse’s problems revolve around grass. 

While overgrazing, fire suppression 
and habitat fragmentation are con- 
tributing to its decline, it is cheatgrass 
that is mming the native bird’s habitat 
into a dense carpet of prickly grass that 
the bird cannot survive in. 

Cheatgrass is one of the hundreds of 
exotic plants and animals introduced to 
the region that now threaten entire 
ecosystems. 

“The sage grouse is the spotted owl of 
the shrub steppe,” said David Dobldns, 
executive director of the High Desert 
Ecological Research Institute in Bend, 
Ore. 

Noxious weeds infest 6,000 acres of 
public land a day. l^blic policymakers 
are only beginning to recognize the seri- 


ous threat they and other exotic species 
present to the ecology, economy and 
aesthetic features of the WesL 

“For the Department of Interior it’s a 
big issue,” said Martha Hahn , Bureau of 
Land Management Idaho director. 

“We’ve set it as a priority here in 
Idaho.” 

The sage grouse is not the only crea- 
ture Hghting for survival 

In the upper Boise River, the St. Joe 
and other mountain streams, eastern 
brook trout are interbreeding and gain- 
ing a competitive advantage over the 
native bull trout 

All exotic species are not serious 
threats. Birds such as pheasant and 
chukar, and warm-water fish like bass 
and sunfish have bad only minor 
impacts. 

And many trees and plants cannot 
compete with native species on their 
own turf. 

Historically, the millions of acres of 
high desert that spread from Oregon 
through Colorado were covered 1^ a 
mosaic of perennial bund grasses, leify 
plants and woody shrubs like sagebrush. 
Patchy, relatively low-temperature fire 


kept this diverse mosaic intact, and 
species like sage grrxBC evoh^ 
Immediately after hatching, sage 
grouse need vret meadows and seeps 
around qnings to survive. Tlw broad- 
leaved plants became a major food 
so ur ce in rhe htt* summer. 

Fire suppressioa allowed fuel accu- 
nmlatioa caused boa er fires. When 

cheatgrass was introduced it over- 
whdmed native bench grasses. 

Rural counties are the threat 
of noxious weeds serious^. 

The Bureau of Land Bfanagement 
applied the faerbadde “Oust* to 700 ' 
aoes of dieatgrass in the Snake River 
Birds of Prey area earlier tins month to 
test its effectiveness in lolling cheat- 
grass. Bor Haitn said weed infesrations 
are so bad in many areas it so is 

cost efieorve to try to eradiate 
Instead, the agen^r hopes to use the 
just-released Upper Columbia R,-»si n 
ecosyst e m assessatem report to gt>i^ a 
more targeted approach.

Cronkite’s memoirs paint famed journalist as ‘everyman’

“From Dallas, Texas, the flash 
-r — apparently offidalrPresident- 
Kenncdy died at 1 anj. Central 
Standard Time — a r^'hour ago 
, (pause)." 

And Walter Cronkite choked 
up on live television. 

On today's mawl^b TV news, 

'• who would notice? But anyone 
who saw it 33 years ago — when 
national news had just expanded 
from 15 to 30 minutes a day and 
newsmen were stiff and remote — 
might still mist up at the memory. 

Walter Cronkite was an 
Everyman during the early and 
middle days of television news. 
He lost any early Texas accent, 
but not his "gec-whu" deli|^tt in 
the things he found interesting or 
his ilhconccaled contempt for 
things that weren’t right. 

When Neil Armstrong took his 
first steps on the moon, 
Cronkite’s live comments were: 
“Oh boy! Whew! Boy!" 

And recalling the Nuremberg 
trials in this b^k, he describes 
the 21 Nari defendants “sullying 
for all time, as surely as would 
atomic waste, the 250 square feet 
of space they occupied. 1 wanted 
to spit on them." 

In this highly enjoyable autobi- 
ography, “Walter Cronkite; A 
Reporters Life," (Knopf, 526.95), 
The Most Trusted Man in 
America shows he is a great sto- 
lyteller — charming and self-dep- 
, recatory in a way that rings true. 
Recalling some pornpous teen 


outburst, for example, he notes 
"that'il flowed “riiy early predis- 
porition to editorial work — the 
ability to be both pontifical and 
wrong." 

His early years and jobs were 
in Texas, Kansas Gty< Oklahoma. 
His parents divorced early, and 
his mother lived to 102 as the 
belle of many balls, known for 
her good loolu and wit. She was 
quite old, for example, and living 
in Washington, when she men- 
tioned to her son that on a date 
with a certain general, “I had to 
slap his face." 

“Gosh, Mom, the general made 
a pass at you?” 

“No, no, Walter. I thought he 
was dead." 

During the Depressipn, 
Cronkite got a job' on the 
Houston Post at SIS a week and 
dropped out of college. Then, he 
says, “Nearly everyone valued a 
job in the band more than an 
education in the bush." For the 
next few years, he bounced 
between newspapers and radio 
stations. He faked college foot- 
ball play-by-play, as Ronald 
Reagan once did, by reading a 
telegraph wire. He went on tdc- 
vision so early that he, like most 
other people, didn’t ohti a sec 

The reader feels the awkward 
beginner grow in poise and confi- 
dence as he rises to become the 
CBS evening anchorman and 
begins dealing with world Ichd- 


crs. By 1978, his 
public statiue is so 
great the comic 
strip Dooncsbur^ 
has reporters on si- 
news plane debat- 
ing whether they 
should ask Cronkite 
to stop the raiiL 

He- was well_ 
matched by his wife 
of 58 years, Betsy, a 
former UPI report- 
er, whose wit 
es through the 
book. The day after 
President Nixon 
resigned, for exam- 
ple, a Republican 
friend said, "I felt 
so sorry for Pat last 
night." 

“I feel sorry for 
her every night," 
said Betsy.

LOS ANGELES (AP) 
Cartoon teen-agers posted the 
biggest December movie opening 
ever os “Beavis and Butt-bead Do 
America" took in $20.1 million in 
weekend ticket soles. 

TTie animated feature, starring 
the doltish, scx<razed boys fea- 
tured in MTV cartoons, overtook 
the $18.1 million December 
record hdd by 1991’s “Star Trek 
VL The Undisravered Country." 

Industry experts called the sur- 
prisingly strong debut a boost for 
young MTV Films. 

"We were shocked. ... No one at 
the studio or MTV Films could 
have projected this kind of suc- 
cess,” said MTV executive Van 
Toff] Of. 

In other debuts, the horror film 
“Scream" took fourth place with 
S6.4 million, edging out the 
George Clooney-MicheUe Pfeiffer 
romantic comedy “One Fine 
Day," which grossed $62 million. 

"My Fellow Americans” had 
the most poli/d debut for a widely 
distributed film, with a scant $2.9 
million. The film starring Jack 
Lemmon and James Gamer as ex- 
presidents on the run received 
mediocre reviews. 

A trio of films debuted in limit- 
ed release: “Ghosts of 

Mississippi" collected $175,000 
on 21 screens; “Marvin’s Room" 
pulled $50,000 on two screens; 
and “In Love and War” collected 
$2,700 on one screen.

PHILADELPHIA (AP) — 
Plenty has been- written about 
the tragic death of Blind 
Melon’s Shannon Hoon, who 
died from a cocaine overdose in 
October 1995 at the age of 78. 
But stories have been compara- 
tively few about Hoon the man, 
not the addict, and the people 
he left behind. 

After a year, 
the four sur- 
viving mem- 
bers of Blind 
Melon . are 
now speaking 
about the 
friend they 
remember as 
“a tyrant and 
an angel" — 
the erratic, 
explosive, ae- 
alive, compassionate, manipula- 
tive personality Shannon Hoon 
was from day to day. 

They've released “Nico," a 
collection of the last remaining 
musical vestiges of Blind Melon, 
in Hoon’s memory. It’s named 
for his infant daughter, Nico 
Blue. 

“Nico" buries the name and 
the entity Blind Melon along 
with Hoon; the four remaining 
members ore deciding on a new 
singer and a new name and have 
decided not to play Hoon’s songs 
again. 

Hoon died eight weeks after 
the release of Blind Melon’s sec- 
ond album, “Soup,” when Nico 
was 13 1/2 weeks old. The band 
was to have played a gig in New 
Orleans that night. Hoon had 
been arrested for drunk and dis- 
orderly conduct there during 
the recording of the album. 

The band's eponymous debut 
album went triple platinum and 
produced the Top 10 hit “No 
Rain.” They played Woodstock 
1994 and were nominated for a 
Grammy and American Music 
Award. 

In September 1995, Hoon was 
upbeat and optimistic. He was 
awe-struck at the birth of his 
daughter and vowed to be a 
good father. 

“Having a child con make you 
re-evaluate how you need to be 
there,” Hoon said then. “I need 
to start caring about myself if 
I’m going to be the proper 
father. 

“This is nil fun and ^uth-pro- 
longing,” he said of his career, 
“but I wont to be a father, and 
it's hard to be when you’re 
away.” 

Guitarist Rogers Stevens says 
Hoon's death was an accident, 
that he fully expected to w^e 
up as usual the next morning. 

“Shannon wasn’t on a binge or 
anything like that,” Stevens said 
in a telephone interview from 
New York. “I had seen him at 
times throughout our history 
^vorse off. 

“He had been generally 
healthy for a long time — he 
was in rehab that summer and 
he was staying clean on the 
road.” 

Speculation abounded that 
Hoon might have been pushed 
into touring before he was phys- 
ically and emotionally ready, 
but Stevens argues that he was 
more settled and less vulnerable 
to temptation on the road than 
he was at home. 

“He- wanted to go on tour and 
he felt like he was ready,” 
Stevens sold. “This was not a 
pressure situation. ... 1 chink 
chat Shannon was healthier' 
when he was out playing and 
singing every night and getting 
his emotions out on stage.” 

And he insists that Hoon 
“was crazy from the day 1 met 
him," that fame had no^ng to 
do with his downfall. He would 
veer from pulling practical 
jokes to displaying what 
Stevens called “completely 
irrational behavior.” 

“He wasn’t doing it with a 
safety net and he wasn't overly 
cautious,” Stevens said. “He was 
proceeding with this sort of 
abandon that you .did your best 
to try to curb." 

Stevens says the band forced 
Hoon into rehab twice and kept 
all mind-altering substances out 
of the band’s drcle. 

“There (were) so many times I 
can’t even tell you that in the 
middle of the night, I’m grab- 
bing Shannon by the ears and 
telling him, 'You’re going to loll 
your^If and you’re going to ruin 
everyone’s life around you,"’ 
Stevens said. 

“There’s a lot of people 
that you would just write off 
in that situation, but he was 
so amazing and he made up 
for it in so many other ways 
that you wanted to stay with 
him.”'

Death darkens the Olympics. 
Rumors, theories and tears 
abound. 

And the year ends with haunt- 
ing questions about two of the 
biggest mysteries of 1996: the 
explosion of a Paris-bound TWA 
jet over Long Island, and the 
bombing at Atlanta’s Centennial 
Park during the summer Olympic 
Games. 

The TWA explosion was the 
biggest story of the year, accord- 
ing to the annual Ass^ated Press 
poll of newspaper editors and 
broadcast news directors; the 
Olympic bombing placed third, 
after die elections. 

The arrest of Unabomber sus- 
pect Theodore Kaezynski, the 
Valujct crash in the Florida 
Everglades, the overhaul of the 
nation's welfare system, the 
Olympic Games, the shutdown of 
the government, the booming 
economy and the wrath of last win- 
ter’s great blizzard filled out the 
list 

For the first time in years, no 
international stories secured a 
spot, perhaps because there was 
such a wealth of national news 
from which to choose. This is the 
AP’s 60th survey; last year’s top 
story was the Oklahoma City 
bombing. 

The top 10 are: 

1. TIVA EXPLOSION. The sad, 
lingering saga of TWA’s FL'ghi 800 
was overwhelmingly voted the 
year’s top story. The jet mysteri- 
ously exploded moments after 
taking off from John F. Kennedy 
Intemadonol Ahport on July 17, 
killing all 230 people on board. 

The images were hcort-wrench- 
ing; Sixteen members of a hi^ 
school French Club from 
Montoursville, Pa., wiped out on 
their first trip to France; Chaired 
bodies and fuselage scattered 
over the Atlantic, drmged up with 
sickening slowness over the next 
several months; IS empty cofhtu 
for the bodies that couldn’t be 
found. 

Ritualistic conferences and 
memorial services did little to cose 
the pain. The emotions of grieving 
families were further battered by 
the ever-changing theories: a 
bomb, a missOe, static electricity in 
the fuel tank. Still no answers. 

“We just have to wait till the 
pain stops and we can smile 
again,” says Carol Olsen of 
Macon, Ga., who lost her 20-ycar- 
old daughter, Becky. 

2. U5. ELECTION. Bill Clinton 
sailed into a second term after on 

' expensive — and many said unin- 
sp^g — presidential campaign. 
From the start, the Democratic 
President’s lead in the polls was 
luxurious. He easily — if only tem* 
porarily — deflected questions 
about ethics, Asian money and ' 
Whitewater. 

' Republican challenger Bob 
Dole fumbled and stumbled and 
berated the media for his prob- 
lems, including his inability to sell 
D 15 percent tax cut. 

Presidential politics aside, the 
Republicans hdd onto Congress 
and re-elected Newt Gingrich - 
speaker. 

3. OLYMPIC BOMB. He was 
hailed as a hero, hounded os a sus- 
pect, and finally cleared by the ' 
FBL Richard Jewell said tie was 
“just doing his job” when be spot- 
ted a suspicious satchel in 
Centennial Olympic Park ond 
notified police. The July 27 explo- 
sion killed Alice Hawthorne of 
Albany, Ga., and injured more ' 
than 100 others; it stained the

4. UNABOMBER ARREST. A 
hermit professor, living In a tiny, 
isolated cabin in Montana, Was 
fingered by his brother, who rec- 
ognized similarities between 
Theodore Kaezynski’s writings 
and those of the technology- 
obsessed “unabomber.” 
Kaezynski’s arrest on April 3 
apparently ended an 18-year 
search for the elusive bomber, 
whose lethal packages killed 
three people and injured or 
maimed 23 others. Kaezynski, a 
former assistant professor of 
mathematics at the University of 
California at Berkeley, pleaded 
innocent 

5. EVERGLADES CRASH. 
“We’re on fire. We’re on fire," a ' 
voice cried from the cabin, 
moments before Valujet Flight 
592 plunged into the Everglades 
on May 11, killing all 110 people 
aboard. Recovery proved grue- 
some and grueling. Divers wore 
special protective suits as they 
searched in waist-high swamp 
muck and razor-sharp sawgrass, 
whUc shan>shooters tried to pro- 
tea them from olligatom. The fire 
that caused the cra^ was eventu- 
ally blamed on improperly boxed 
oxygen canisters and the quirky 
little airline with the happy face 
logo and the super cheap rates 
was grounded for IS wceM. One 
result: a continuing Invescigadon 
into the safety record of dl^unt 
airlines and the ability of the 
Federal Aviation Administration 
to monitor them. 

6. WELFARE ENDS. 
Acknowledging that the new law 
was “scrioi^y flaived," President 
Clinton signed it anyway, ending 
welfare as we know it 

At its heart, the legislation dis- 
mantled Aid to Families With 
Dependent Children, a 6-dccade- 
old program that guaranteed the 
nation’s needy a federal safety 
net Now they must rely on their 
States for help. The law comes 
with stria new rules, including a 
lifetime limit of five years, serin* 
gent work requirements, and cuts 
in food stamps and aid to immi- 
grants and disabled children. 
Supporters said the new law 
would gcrpcople on their feet; but 
criddsm came from many quar- 
ters: from states that said they 
couldn’t meet the deadlines, from 
social workers who said the new 
system will plunge more people 
into poverty, from three top feder- 
al officials who resigned in . 
protest 

■ “I think a lot of people will start 
starving,” said Shbwn Cornett, a 
22-ycar-oId >velfarc recipient in 
Kcncxicky. 

7. CENTENNIya GAMES. A 
bomb explodes, buses break 
down, and a feisty little gymnast 
flips on an injured ankle and wins 
the nation’s heart. The 1996 
Olympic Games in Atlanta will be 
remembered for the bombing, for 
rampant commercialism, for 
transportation problems and 
“warm and fuzzy” television 
images designed to appeal to 
women. And for sports heroes: 
Muhammad All lighting the 
.flame, Kerri Strug being carried 
to the podium to coUea her gold 
medal, Carl Lewis winning his 
ninth gold medal, hfit^acl 
Johnson triumphing on gold-shod 
feet 

8. GOVERNMENT SHUTS 
DOWN. Thousands of federal 
workers began the year with par- 
tial paychecks or no pay at alii 
while tourists at the Capitol could 
view only the outside of darkened 
museums .and. monuments.
